Fort Wayne's first real storm of the

"\Ve will get a real snow storm this 


time," paid \V. S. Palmer, official weath- 
er forecaster. 
"Thus far it

that the storms have steered clear of 
Fort Wayne, but a real southwcster is 
bringing the snow today, and by night 
the city will be. buried in white. 
The 


siorm originated 
in the southwestern 


states and is rapidly moving eastward, 
with Fort Wayne in a direct line to get 
the full force of the blast."

sponded when he puckered up his lips 
and whistled a few shrill notes.

Caught by Camera. 


The other morning a representative 


of The. Sentinel happened along trans- 
fer corner just as Mr. Schnaf was feed- 
ing the birds. He was culling them from 
their nesting places when a messenger 
was sent for tho staff photographer, who 
arrived in time to catch the pigeons 
while they were enjoying their morn- 


ing feast. 
As the Hock whirled about 


Mr. .Schaaf a photograph was snapped 
and it if reproduced in this issue. 
It 


is a sight of genuine interest to wit- 
ness the court house pigeons at their 
breakfast. 


Where Did They Come From? 


Persistent inquiry developed thu fact 


that the ancestors of the present court 
house pigeons were inhabitants of Fort 
\Vayne. when the city was but a coun- 
try village, and that pigeons have in- 
fested the court house in Allen county 
ever since the county boasted such an 
institution. 
As « matter of fact, no- 


body at this date recalls just when tho 
first pigeon was seen flying about the 
transfer corner or in the business dis. 
trict, but il is a matter of record that 
Fort Wayne had pigeons in the heart 
of the city ever since the year of 1832, 
when Contractors John S. Archer, James 
Hudson and Hanna S. Kdsall completed 
tho first real court house. 


The birds have been known to change 


their place of nesting, and during the 
time the present court house wns under 
course of construction they nested in the 
convenient little 
ledges 
and crevices 


along the roofs of tho buildings directlv 
opposite the public square on Calhoun 
street. 


The birds at one time fairly took pos- 


session of some of the adjoining biiilrl- 
incs along the corner of Main and Cal- 
houn street, and their favorite resting 


place was on the roof of the Kurode Dry 
good ftore 
building. 
After 
the 
new- 


courthouse was completed they found 
more tempting and snug nesting places, 
ami as a body, moved across the street. 


When the board of county commission- 


ers discovered that the 
first county 


building was inconvenient for th« con- 
ducting of courts, they decided to erect 
a new structure, and the contract was 
let for 
demolishing the old building. 


Scores of pigeons were routed from the- 
structure, but 
they returned In 1847, 


when Contractor Samuel F.dsall com- 
pleted the county' second court house. 


Sort of Nuisance. 


Oourt Rouse. Custodian Frank Jolly 


believes that the pigeons are a nuisance 
and ho is in favor of some plan to get 
rid of them. 
As n matter of fact the 


birds are defacing 
the building, and 


their number is increasing very rapidly. 
Within another year or eo there will b« 
several hundred of the birds, and it il 
very likoly that something will have to 
bo done to get rid of them. 


Ono of the deputy custodians 
de- 


cided to do away with the birds not 
long ago, and to accomplish his purpoM 
placed a number of "box" and "figure- 
four" trapn on the roof of the court 
house. 
He visited them «very cvtaiixfi 


for several weeks, but succeeded in catch- 
ing on'y iv few pigeons. 


In the meantime the birds continue to 


enjoy their metropolitan existence.

Tho first concern of the 
people of Fort, Wayne should be for Fort Wayne, and that 
cannot be so long as the government of the city is made a 
partisan affair aiul an interlocking part of the great polit;- 
cal organizations. 


The Business System of Government is a rational 


plan to improve the government of nlies.

City <!uide and 
lUisiness'MiiTror,'' with C. L. Hill of the 
Phoenix block us the accredited local 
representative. They began with a book 
of 124 pages, much of which IB adver- 
tising matter, and end with n book of 
J.75U pages, the directory of 1912. 


In many ways these forty-four vol- 


umes, nnd" others which will follow, ore 
a history that is valuable, and which 
will prove more valuable as the years 
come and go—the Rtory of the names 
of thu people 
who 
have made Fort 


Wayne their home, and the city's busi- 
ness houses and manufacturing estab- 
lishments,, past, and present. 


Then and Now. 


The first city directory of 1RS8 has in 


it i.Ot'S name's, which, estimating the 
population 
by

would indicate, the publisher says, that 
Fort Wayne then had pretty nearly 
4,.~iUn people living in it. 
The city di- 


rectory of ]!M:J has tile names of 38,160 
people.

computation, this would give f h e pres- 
ent population of Fort Wayne as 711.3-20. 
nearly eighteen time! larger than it 
was fifty-four years ago.

Ho Mention of Saloons. 


Strange as it may seem to sotue of 


tho present day, this old-time city di- 
rectory does not make mention in its 
"business mirror" of n single saloou, but, 
nevertheless, they "had "cm" then. They 
went under another name 
Every hotel 


in those days had i; saloon bar, as did 
also most of thu grocery stores, an ap- 
pendage that existed for a long time in 
the back part of many of these cstab- 
ishuients. In the citj- today we havo 
ltli> saloons, mentioned a.a such in the 
city directory. 


Under the head of "Liquors, Wines, 


Etc," the names of eix firms are given 
in this first directory. While they are 
not classified as such in the "business 
mirror," the directory, on close exam- 
ination of the occupations of the names 
of persons listed in it, discloses the fact 
that there were quite a number of "beer 
shops.'1 
Several of them were located 


along Calhoun 
and 
Columbia streets. 


This old "business 
mirror," however, 


gives (seventeen "coffee houses," three 
"eating houses" and two "restaurants," 
besides making 
mention of 
"boarding 


houses/' the number of which it gives 
as seventeen. 


The first classification of saloons with 


that name as the title head was in the 
directory issue of 1S65, when the num- 
ber was forty-one, which in I860 had 
increased to fifty-three. 


Indefinite Locations. 


One of the features of this old-time 


directory of 1858 was its indefinite lo- 
cution of 
public, 
buildings, business 


houses and residences, that is seemingly 
indefinite to us at the present day. 
With it nft the only guide one would 
be unable now to exactly locate the 
spots on which very, very many of 
these old-time buildings stood, unless 
they stood on the corner of two streets. 
In these excepted cases, perhaps, the di- 
rectory was^definite enough. 


This indcliniteness resulted from thn 


fact that 
tho 
residences and other 


buildings were not numbered, as at- 
present is the case. Going by this old- 
time directory one only knows which 
side of the street and between which 
streets a building stood. 
It might be 


anywhere along that side of thn square 
so far as the directory information is 
concerned. 


As an illustration of this indefinite- 


nesp. and for other reasons, a facsimile 
reproduction of one of the pages of this 
18f>8 directory is given. 
Examine it 


carefully and note, its style of giving 
locations.

thn way it was given: 
"Luer» Rt. Rev. 


John H. n. o. e. Lewis and Calboun." 
From this description the bishop's resi- 
dence at that time would not have been 
hard to find, but, even in those days, 
every person didn't, live on tho corner 
of two streets. 


The Court House Square. 


And while on this feature it may b« 


interesting to give this old-time, direc- 
tory's description of the location of the 
county offices at that- time, for they 
were not all in one building as at pres- 
ent. In fact, but few of them were in 
the court house, possibly none, for it 
was a mighty small building—that is, 
the edifice tbat preceded the one built 
in I860. It was so small that the trial 
of largely attended cases had to be held 
in ColericVs 
hall on 
East Columbia 


street, as was particularly the ca.se when 
tho court house of 1880 was being built. 


This old directory says the courthouse 


stood at the corner of Court and Berry. 
Translating its abbreviations, it gives 
the locations of tho county offices as 
follows:

This puts the court house on one cor- 


ner of the square and tho county

How queer such a sight would appear 


today, familiar as we are with the. mag- 
nificent million dollar building stand- 
ing now on the public square of Fort 
Wayne. And it would look more queer 
if accompanying this view were some 
of the other old buildings that stood 
in that vicinity forty-four years ago, 
when this old directory was issued.

features of this first city directory, for 
its pages show in a btrgi1 measure whnt 
Fort Wayne was then, iiud most inter- 
esting is tho study of the names. Pres- 
ent residents who lived hero for many 
years would particularly enjoy looking 
ovor itu pages and those of the issues 
immediately following it. 
They give, 


as has been said before in this articln, 
much of tho history of Fort Wayne 
that can not bn found elsewhere. 


The second issue of thn Fort Wayne 


directory was madf in 1862. It. had 3,:!0(1 
names and th« publisher gave the es- 
timated population u* 14.M10. The third 
issue was in ]8tW>, the first part of ths 
ye&r. 
It. had fi.OOtt names and it put 


our population at "between 10,000 and 
18,000. The size of the directory did not 
seem to grow much until the number of 
1869-70. Then it had 4fi6 pages.
